Protest. 


Remedial BUI Condemned by a 
Representative Ontario 
Gathering. 


Five thousand three hundred persons 
crowded Massey Ilnll on Saturday night 
to protest against the remedial bill for 
Manitoba. Fully one thousand persons 
failed to gain admission. Never, since 
the visit of Mr. Lanrier twelve months 
ago, has there been such interest shown 
on the part of the citlsens to be present 
at a political meeting. The great siguif: 
eanev of Saturday evening’s gathering 
is in the fact that amongst the hundreds 
of persons on the platform and the 
thousands In the body and galleries of 
the vast hall were men of all political 
parties. , 

Supporting ex Mayor Clarke were 
both Liberal und Conservative member» 
of parliament, also the distiuguislun. 
leader of the Third Party, D* Alton 
McCarthy, Q.C., M.P.; members of the 
Ontario legislature, promiuent profes 
sional sml business men, and u very 
birge number of promiuent Orangemen. 
Seeing that the platform accommodated 
430 persons, It is manifest how general 
the response had been to the Invitation 
of the committee 

A series of strong resolutions was 
unanimously passed and a petition em¬ 
bodying their gist and the sense of *he 
meeting was adopted to the Dominion 
government. 

A. notable Incident of the meeting was 
the groans and hisses evoked when let¬ 
ters of apology for non-attendance were 
read from Mr. Cockbarn, M.l\, and Mr. 
Coats worth, M.P. 

Following is a full report of the even¬ 
ing’s proceedings, which commenced 
with the enthusiastic singing of “The 
Maple Leaf Forever," and “God Save 
the Queen." 

TUB CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH. 

The chuirmau, in introducing the 
ap4>dkcrs, said; This great muss meet¬ 
ing of the citizcus of Toronto opposed ; 
to the coereiou of our sister province of 
Manitoba has been called for tin* por- j 
lM»se of plncing ou record in an earnest, 1 
emphatic, and yet respectful manner, 
our strung disapproval of the remedial 
act which is now before the parliament 
of Canada. (Applause.) The passage 
of that measure, if it does posa— and we 
sincerely hope will not be the case*—(np- | 
plniiMc) -will not be for the best inter- j 
eats of the people of our fair Dotuin- | 
ion. *>r promote that hnnnouy and fel- j 
loarship amongst our fellow-subjects 
throughout Canada which Is so neces¬ 
sary foe the well-ladng and development 
of tlds great country. ! am proud to 
say that this meeting is not a political i 
meeting in the party sense df the term. 
The gentlordcn who composed >hc com¬ 
mittee which completed the arrange¬ 
ments were gentlemen identified with 
both of the great political parties, and 
| am delighted to see on the platform 
representative men of both great |*i!i 
tlcal parties, of most of the political 
parties, for we hare more than two 
now. 

By a singular coincidence, at this very 
noiut. Mr. D’Alton McCarthy made hii 
appearance on the idatfortn and was re¬ 
ceived with round after round of cheers. 

Mr. Clarke was equal to the occaaicr. 
When he was able to proceed he said: 
We are now in the happy position to 
say that we have representatives of all 
the political parties on the platform— i 
(applause)- and they hare come here, j 
not for the purple of promoting the In* 
t©roots of their respective parties, but 
rather to give expression to their 
thought and Indief that there shall bo 
a union of tlie beat men of all parties 
to defeat this measure. (Applause.) 
This question of the Coercion of Manito¬ 
ba la not a party question. 'The great 
party newspapers of this province have 
not on this invasion lieeit united In giv¬ 
ing exprcavlon to the views of their res¬ 
pect ice parties. The airiest and most en¬ 
terprising amongst the Conservative pa¬ 
lter* of this province—our friend the 
Toronto World and our friend the Ham¬ 
ilton Spectator-have voiced the true 
*cntini©nth of the Conservative* of On¬ 
tario, and have refusal to follow the 
government in advocating remedial leg- 
istion. And whut shall i say of the gnat 
work accomplished by the leadiug Lil»- 
crul journal of the Dominion, the Tor¬ 
onto Globe? It has given no uncertain 
sound, and has continued true to »he 
principle of provincial autonomy. •Ap¬ 
plause.) The people of Manitoba do 
not regard It is a party question. The 
content that termbrnted a few days ago 
was a most significant one. Tory am) 
Liberal vied ith each other In their 
attachment to their national school sys¬ 
tem, and those who stood against the 
system were swept almost out of exist¬ 
ence. It seems a libel on. the sense of 
justice of the majority of the people of 
Manitoba to say that they desire to per¬ 
petuate on Injustice ou the minority. 
The majority of Manitoba gave a de¬ 
nominational school system to the prov¬ 
ince. Tliey tried it for two decade* and 
fount! It Imperfect and not producing 
the results they hud a right to expect; 
and that legislation having been declar¬ 
ed to be within the power of Manitoba 
to give, U would bo a grave art for 
the Dominion government to pass any 
measure setting It aside. (Applause.) 

The-spea leer refer re-1 to the settlement 
of the School question In Print* Edward 
Island ami New Brunswick, und ask**!. 
If the policy of non-interference was the 
proper policy to be applied to these 
province's, Why should it not lie the 
policy so far ns Manitoba is concerned? 
Continuing, Mr. Clarke said: We desire 
for the minority of Manitoba and the 
minority of Ontario, fnll fair play, and 
all the privileges which British subjects 
have n right to expert. But .we feci, 
none I he less, that it is mir duty to as¬ 
sert our belief that the Roman Catholic 
minority. If this coercion Is carried out. 
svill suffer to a greater extent in the 
Dominion than will the Protestant ma¬ 
jority In Manitoba. Wc desire to live in 


Fhristkan fellowship with those who dif¬ 
fer from u*. The people of Manitoba 
have no right to do an injustice to the 
minority. They have invited an inquiry 
into the state of things that existed 
prior to ltflM). and Since, and before they 
are coerced the people of t'anada should 
la- informed of what injustice has been 
done to the minority, and of what priv¬ 
ileges they have been deprived. It 
would he In the interests of all if the 
children were educated in one common 
1 school. (Applause.) We form in child¬ 
hood's days th<* strongest and most en¬ 
during friendships and we must all re¬ 
gret that a state of tilings exists here 
to-day that makes (hst impossible. (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

THE VOICE OF NORTH YORK. 

Mr. Mulock, M.P. for North # York, 
moved the first of a series of ‘resolu¬ 
tions, ns follows: 

1. The jurisdiction of the Dominion 
purliunn-nt in educational matters is 
exceptional, and while we may not be 
unites! as to whether such jurisdiction 
ought to exist, we arc absolutely unani¬ 
mous that it ought not to be resorted to 
except In ease* of ii gross and clearly 
proven abuse of the power of the ma¬ 
jority in any province, and after oil 
other efforts to remedy the grievance 
have been exhausted. 

‘J. That in the case of the province of 
Manitoba no such abuse has been prov¬ 
en. but that on the contrary, the pro¬ 
vincial authorities luive alleged that tin ir 
system is framed with due regnrd to 
just ice a» well as efficiency, lmve court- 
»d investigation, and have declared that 
in amending the system from time to 
time they will endeavor to remedy any 
well founded grievance that may be 
found to exist. 

Mr. Mulock said: I find myself, a 
party man. in strange company to-night. 
(Laughter.! My friend. Mr. Wallace, 
says it is the best company I have ever 
been- in. (Renewed laughter and cheers.) 
I will admit this: I never was engaged 
In a better cause. (Repeated cheer*.! 
I am to-night associated with men 
whose political alliances an* not mine— 
with men whose views on many public 
questions I do not share: but the occas¬ 
ion, I submit, warrants, yea. demands, 
un expression of opinion of all classes, 
creeds a ml nationalities, in order to 
the settlement of a great national prob¬ 
lem. if our united efforts result in the 
M'ttlemcnt of that great problem in a 
just and satisfactory way. a way that 
will produce peace, harmony % and cor¬ 
diality and fraternal feeling* between 
all classes of Canadian citizens, then 
we may feci assured that the united 
efforts will secure the cMtublishinotit in 
the western hemisphere on uu enduring 
basis of a colony that, with the possi- 
MMStok it* |»otcn tin titles, justifies the 
aspiration that it may become the most 
ixitriotic and progressive of the volonlaa 
with which Brent Britain has engirdled 
the earth. (Cheers.) 

The invitation to come here, continu¬ 
ed Mr, Mulock, was worded In language 
breathing p*nc*¥ and unity. I respond©*; 
in the spirit of that invitation, but firsi 
1 consulted my political leader, Mr 
Lruricr. (Cheers.) In the sumo spirit, 
he answered, “I approve of your going 
,to *hat public molding. Take with you 
und tell them a message.” This mess¬ 
age is to the effect that in Mr. Lnurier* 
judgment he liellovea that the efficacy 
of conciliation is more powerful than the 
efficacy of force. lOboota.) 

It Is in the spirit of that Invitation, 
continued Mr. Mulock. it is in the spirit 
of that message that I ace before me to 
night thousaod* of my fellow-citixeus. 
If we c«tn conduct onr deliberation* in 
that spirit they shall not be without 
avail. 

Then the bon. gentleman turned to 
the consideration of whut find caused 
the critical political situation. He re¬ 
lated the stefbi which led up to the ap¬ 
peal to the Imperial privy council. Thl* 
body, be maintained, did not say that 
it was the duty of the government to 
legislate for Manitoba. It simply de¬ 
clared that there was jurisdiction. The 
Dominion government with nu alacrity 
which has not characterised all their 
legislative nets—(laughter)—isau» d a re¬ 
medial order, as It is cnllcd. which dur¬ 
ing the election in llnldimond, was said 
to be but .» message of pemv, but which 
now is represented as haring a very dif¬ 
ferent signification. That remedial or¬ 
der was issued In undue haste, without 
giving the people of Mauitobn un oppor¬ 
tunity to consider the situation and de¬ 
termine what oninto they would puMli *. 
And. further, within another brief per¬ 
iod. a summons was issued to the peo¬ 
ple of Manitoba to appear before ths 
privy council, like criminals Ivforo a 
magistrate, to render their Justification 
for what they had net done. The re- 
*«it wh* the issuing of the remedial or¬ 
der. It enuie before the legislature of 
Manitoba and the government and peo¬ 
ple recognised the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion. 

In proof of this. Mr. Maleck read from 
the resolution of the Manitoba govern¬ 
ment, In which they declined to He down 
before the Dominion government blud¬ 
geon, and respectfully submitted tha» 
it was not too late to make ou inves¬ 
tigation of the whole subject, which 
would furni*h a substantial basis on 
which conclusions could be formed with 
a rensonaHc degree of certainty. 

ThU resolution wns sent to the Do¬ 
minion government, on which they stay¬ 
ed their bunds for a brief period and 
then issued another order, giving Mani¬ 
toba a reprieve in which to effect the 
order, but if chi • were nor done within 
n certain time the Dominion govern- 
meet would do the work thcmsclvtui. 
i What, asked Mr. Mulock. was Mini- 
| toba’s answer? It was given a month 
ngo, when the opponents of remedial 
legislation swept the country. (Cheers.) 
The un*wer was that the remedy 
| sought to be applied was fraught with 
| grave danger to the province, and that 
such a remedy ought only to lie used 
| after the clearest case bad been made 
| out. This was the people’s answer: the 
answer fff the Dominion gov craa wnt 
j was the remedial bilL 

Mr. Mulock then argued that the gov* 
| eminent of Manitoba is competent to 
| effect a satisfactory settlement of the 
trouble, and In support of his conten- 
, tion said that twenty yeurs sgo a simi¬ 
lar case occurred in Prince Edward Is¬ 
land. The legiidnturc abolished separ* 
j at© school*, and the minority appealed 
[ to n statesman. (Loud cheers.) HI* 

: answer wus &:uhmil yotur case to the 
majority and yon will find justice to the 
j minority wherever the British ting flies. 

I (Renewed cheers.) The minority submit- 
tqd their ease to th© majority and from 
I that day to tills no one has ever heard

Some twenty years ago, said the 
speaker, l wan appointed to a high po¬ 
rtion in connection with the educational 
system of Ontario. My first duty a* 
vice-chancellor of the Vuiversity of Tor¬ 
onto was to tuke charge of a commit¬ 
tee to seek to affiliate with the Univer¬ 
sity a great Roman Catholic college in 
this city, St. Michael’s. The two com 
in it tecs met in a spirit of fairness and 
justice for the removal of difficulties, 
j The result was that wc were able to 
establish a basis of union—a union 
which has continued unuinrrod from 
that day to this, and which gives evi 
| deuce of penuAnency. (Cheers.) 
j From this Mr. Mulock augured a sat 
I isfnctorv settlement of the Manitoba dlf- 
! ficulty if a similar spirit were evoked. 
He was cheered when he said: "I will 
not be one to assist iu lighting the sec¬ 
tarian torch in this Dominion.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Mulock referred to

Interfered with by the Doiulniou gov¬ 
ernment? , .. 

Do the people of Manitoba, osked Alt. 
McCarthy, call for our interference? 
(Shout* of “No") Their vote two months 
ngo gives the answer. Further, do the 
Homan Catholics of Manitoba call tor 
eur Interference? ("Ao.’*) I say that the 
Catholic laity arc better satisfied with 
the public school system than with the 
pretence of education they got former 
ly. (Cltcer*.) Who. then. is invoking 
our interference and rending this Do- 
minion almost In twain in order that 
separate schools may Ih> eatnbUshed in 
Manitoba? The people who are doins 
it are the hierarchy, the ecclesiastical 
authorities of the province of Quebec— 
(loud cheers)-wl.o have recently put 
their pistol to the head of the op|*o«ltion 
leader, und demanded that he shall sup¬ 
port the remedial bill with nil his fol¬ 
lowers, or be driven oat of power. 

This is the authority which calls upon 
ua to interfere with the educational sys¬ 
tem of one of our provinces. The pre¬ 
text* put forward' will not and do not 
Iwar investigation. You lire told, for¬ 
sooth, that the privy council. tb»- high¬ 
est judicial authority in the empire, had 
common led the Governor-General to 
i«euo the remedial order, and had furth 
cr commanded the fri-c parliament of 
Cnmndu to piss a remedial bill, and as 
loyal people we were expected to bow 
down and obey the authority of tb» 
judicial connclL , 

'Hie judicial couucil had to considei 
a question of law. and of law aloue. 
The question wob whether the event a 
that had happened give power to the 
Dominion government to Interfere 
whether the Governor-General, under 
these circumstances, had the power to 
interfere. Surely every one of us can 
understand that, even if the Ottawa 
ministers have not been uble to get it 
into their heads. (Laughter and cheera.) 

Mr. McCarthy having reviews! the 
sncei4#iv© stages of the question, said 
the argument of the people of Manitoba 
could be gummed up In a few words: 
Repara to schools had been established 
by the half-breeds in 1871; separate 
schools bad Iwen abolished by the in¬ 
telligent people iu 1800. (Cheers.) Yon 
see, said Mr. McOirtby, the aequitur— 
therefore, separate schools ought to be 
restored. 1 1 ai ugh ter.) 

This was the simple nrguuicnt pre¬ 
sented to those who had already made 
np their minds. The argument was 
sufficient to carry the day and the re¬ 
medial order was made. It was an 
order commanding Manitoba to undo 
what she hod done in 1800. to restore 
to the Homan Catholic church the r«»u- 
irol of the schools, the control and man 
agcnicnt as it had existed between 1X71 
aqd 1801). The legislature of Manitoba 
did not treat the order with contempt. 
They treated it with all the gravity 
proper, and postponed the answer in or¬ 
der that full discussion might be had. 
What was the answer? They said to 
the Governor-General respectfully, but 
firmly, “We think Your Excellency dt 
not understand what you were doing; 
that you do not know the extraordinary 
system which existed under the school 
rystem which we bad up to the time of 
the national system. We cannot im¬ 
agine. if you did know, that you would 
have made this order." 

We hove now, continued Mr. McCar¬ 
thy, the parliament of Canada, clothed 
with authority to undo the legislation 
establishing the national schools and 
to restore separate schools. And yd 
there la scarcely a handful of men iu 
this province who desires this interfer 
rnce with Manitoba. Ho far as I can 
gather from all the outlying provinces, 
save Quebec, nobody desires interfer- 


I u» the state, I am afraid vre aw- on the 
I eve of t: Struggle which 1 have seen 
coming. If that struggle Is to shake 
confederation to its base, wo must taco 
it like men. (1/Mhl cliocring.) 

The bishops of* Quebec hav« thought 
it right to say that this great young 
province, the hope of the Dominion, U 
to have Its life blighted by the re-estab¬ 
lishment of separate schools in Older 
that the French system may be carried 
out. ftirW* of ".S'ever.") 

Tile bishops have set their seal to 
that, and the bargain lain boon made. 
We cannot see it. We cannot read it 
Rut wo ntv not altogether fools, iLaugh¬ 
ter and choenO 

D *oh anybody liellevc that the Liber¬ 
al-Conservative party are parting with 
their friend*—such ns Mr. Craig and 
Mr. Maclean—for nothing? No; the 
government have made their bargain 
hard and fast, and that bargain is that 
they are prepared to sacrifice their ini¬ 
mical friends iu the English province of 
Ontnrio if they rnn keep their friend* 
tn the French-Canadian province of 
Quebec. (Cheers.) I say this with¬ 
out any Ill-feeling. They have a per- 
fect right to their freedom of opinion 
and action; but I have exercised and 
propose to exercise my rigid. 

It is not simply by voting against this 
remedial bill that this measure is to 
lie »top|M>d.

Mr. Chairman, are the other 
nuunhers to-night? (“Where’s Cock- 
burn and Coataworth?") They may 
Is* unable to come here, said Mr. Mc¬ 
Carthy. I am not going to judge them. 
Bnt I want yon. gentlemen to giro them 
to understand that yon will not be sat¬ 
isfied with any half-hearted opposition 
to the government which has called the 
present session for no otb>>r purpose 
than the passing of the remedial bill. 
You will not he satisfied with anything 
but positive and nbsolnte hostility to 
the government that has attempted this.

From Oar Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Feb. 2H.—A* already tele¬ 
graphed to the Time* the remedial bill 
will come up for u second reading on 
Tin-*lay, March H. It will be debated 
day by day until sueh time ns the sec¬ 
ond reading is carried mid tin* hill put 
through committee or thnt the govern¬ 
ment i» defeated. What chances there 
are for the bill being carried it is diffi¬ 
cult at the present time to say, because 
there are **o inunj member* iu the house* 
who nn* opposed to the principle of the 
bill, yet who are -applicant* for govern¬ 
ment (Misitions and who, if they get 
them, will not be again candidates for 
I arltomeot. They mny be relied upon 
to vote as the government direct* in re¬ 
turn for the jobs they are to obtain. 
Were it not for this the hill would be 
certain of defeat. As it is it will have 
a dangerous run. The L/berala are 
united on the programme of no-coercion 
and conciliation laid out by Mr. L*n- 
r|er. They will vote for It solidly. 
There nre a couple of 'independent Lib¬ 
erals from the province of Quels*© who 
may vote for the bill, if it is changed in 
some direction*, bnt the solid vote of 
the Libenl* will be agoinst It. Mr. 
t<anrier will make the speech of his life* 
on the bill. Altogether the debate I* 
likely to go down to history u* the most 
memorable which has ever taken place 
in the Dominion parliament. It I* fii 
ting and m accordance with Liberal 
principle* thnt the party of which Mr 
Iraurier i* the head should be resisting 
the attack which is to be made on the 
antouomy of the provinces by the cen¬ 
tral authority. The great fight which 
is to lie made for provincial right* may 
or may not lie successful In a moribund 
parliament, but there is one outcome for 
It once it Is submitted to the people 
und that I* that a sister province is not 
to be cocrwl in a matter of education, 
when its people have already spoken at 
the polls in no uncertain way. “}<*» 
©nr not check Manitoba." sold the late 
Kir John A. Macdonald, and this l* a* 
true to-day as It was when the .dd 
chieftain used these words. Manitoba 
may be worried, harassed nnd annoyed 
for a time but in the end she will l*e 
victorious. It cannot be otherwise. be¬ 
cause the other province* must rally 
to tin* snpport of the prairie province as 
they know not when It may l*e tbeir 
turn. It should always he remembered 
thnt the late lion. Alexander Mackcn- 
tie refused to interfere In the New 
Brunswick school case, although pressed 
by the Torv party to do so. and the re¬ 
sult wn* that the school question was 
•peedilv settled by the province and to¬ 
day the Roman Catholic* of New 
Brunswick any thev would not have 
separate school* under any rlrcumstnti- 
rea Senator Adorn*, who repre*outed 
Northumberland in the common* until 
appointed a few weeks ago by Hir Mae- 
kentie Bo well to the senate, told me 
that New Brunswick had the best school 
system in Canada, and the people would 
n-*t have separate school*. Mr. Adams 
i* a good GathoUc and a representa¬ 
tive of the Irish rare in the Dominion. 
If the Dominion left Manitoba alone in 
this case the revolt will be the same n* 
it was in the ease of New Brunswick. 
In this connectloi> It may be mentioned 
that the principle of provincial riahts 
urns uover nttacked except by the TV>ry 
party. 

The letter of the Rev. Father La- 
r-omlu* to Mr. Isiurier, which was ptiL 
llsbed last week, ha* revealed a state of 
affairs which ha* thrown the quest ion 
of separate schools In Manitoba entire 
ly in the shade. This letter, which coll* 
upon Mr. Laurier and his follower* in 
i lie name of the bishop* to support the 
remedial bill show# plainly that the gov- 
stamrat have sold themselves to the hier¬ 
archy and therefore parliament ha* now 
to deal with the broader question a* to 
whether or not it Is to hand over lt« 
trust to the church or legislate upon 
this matter in a way which the mom- 
lH»rs may conscientiously think I* the 
h«*t for those wHo elected them. What 
parti ament has got to consider U» wheth 
er it Is a free parliament or not. That 
is of very tunch more consequence than 
whether Manitoba Is to have separate 
schools or not. Father La combe dates 
1.1* letter on January 20. At that time 
he and the bishops Were able to see and 
pa*« their opinion on the hill nnd Mr. 
Laurier was demanded to support it 
although he had no knowledge of its 
control*. Not only wra* he demanded 
(o support it hut lie was told that if 
he did not do so the clergy would pur- 
cue him to hi* political death. If you 
defeat the bill, mu hi Father Lacouibe. 
then we will deem It our duty to vote 
against yon in the general elections 
which will follow. Tb.« reverend fathci 
admit* that he Is no political friend of 
'the lender of the opposition but says 
that ho would give Mr. Laurier a faith¬ 
ful support If ho was once in power. 
This is an extraordinary statement to 
make, bnt It I* very true. Father La- 
combe supports the government for 
what he gets. If** i* now getting three 
thousand acres of land iu the Nor*hwest 
whereon to gather all the half-breeds 
with n view of touching them farming, 
from the government. But for hi* 
stippovi of the government hi this cti*c 
he would not linve received this free 
grant, for he has been trying to obtain 
it for years ami the govern- 
n*ent dkl not believe In doiiu 
that .which may yet be the means of 
rodnneering the j*ence of the West.

Probable Consolidation of the Puna- 
mu and Nicaragua Cunal 
Companies. 


Tbls Will Most lilkely Mean the 
Extinction of the First 
Named flchcui*. 


New York, March 2.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Paris says: 

A startling and unexpected solution 
of the Panama canal problem is pre¬ 
sented as u possibility in the uear fu¬ 
ture. This is in the form of tin* con¬ 
solidation of the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany with the Nicaragua Canal Com¬ 
pany. The Hcruld learns that the presi¬ 
dent of the latter corporation. Mr. J. 
R. Bartlett, who 1ms just left Paris for 
America, bears with him nu agreement 
for the fusion of the two rouiitanics. 
This agreement was formally signet! 
here, but is not conclusive. It is under¬ 
stood that it will become operative on 
behalf of the Panama company when 
concurred iu by the directors of the Nic¬ 
aragua company in New York. It pro 
rides for the absorption of the Panama 
franchise and assets, including the rail¬ 
way across the Isthmus. The branch 
company is to receive a substantial sum 
of money and stock in the American 
corporation, which will proceed to pierce 
the isthmus via Lake Nicaragua, ^uv 
inducements to the Panama people, be¬ 
sides the material consideration, were 
no honorable relief from the ever-recur¬ 
ring turmoil over the affair and the pre¬ 
sentation to their shareholders of an in¬ 
terest of more vital roucern. The Nic¬ 
aragua represeutatives, on their irnrt, 
claim to derive a great advantage from 
the removal of a possible future com¬ 
petitor, and the securing of a monopoly 
of the waterway lietween the two 
oceans. With this change iu the situa¬ 
tion the many bankers of Great Britain 
and the continental centres, as well as 
of America, are prepared to float the 
Nicaragua company’s bonds. 

Cant. Chamberlain Bey, late secretary 
of the Panama Canal Company, and 
formerly British acting consul nt Pan¬ 
ama, said to the Herald representative: 

“I have spent seven years in Panama 
from the outset of the .work until its 
suspension, and I know every inch of 
the ground from the ICio Grande to As- 
pinwall. I consider the Panama canal 
project in its actual condition, owing to 
the obstructions of the Culebra in. him 
tain and the Chagres river, and the 
deadly climate, is absolutely impractic¬ 
able. 

"Even were it to be constructed, it 
would require for its completion an 
amount of money larger than could pos¬ 
sibly Ik* raise! nt the present time. I 
believe that the Nicaragua route 1m 
practicable, and that the amalgamation 
of the two com ini til cm will be of great 
advantage to both, and, moreover, briug* 
Into friedly alliance the money interests 
of Franco, the United States and Eng¬ 
land. 


NICKNAMED NOTABLES. 

What Irreverent Press Men Call the 
Great Htatosmcn of Euglnnd. 

The outside world has little idea of 
the relations In which public notabilities 
stand to proas men. It is to tlu* interest 
of the former, of course, that those re¬ 
lations should be of a smooth and satis¬ 
factory character, seeing that the space 
devoted by newspapers to their utter¬ 
ances really determines their public im¬ 
portance, as a result of the more nr 
less intimate terms of the two classes, 
some very curious names have been at¬ 
tached by some press men to political 
and other celebrities. 

"fioliy’s turn,” for instance, refers to 
a set speech by the pr**inlcr. In the 
same way. Mr. A. 8 . Balfour is kuown 
only as “Arthur.” Probably the roust 
popular celebrity with reporters is Mr. 
Chamberlain. Always easy to report, 
that astute politician exhibits such con¬ 
sideration nnd friend lino** toward the 
“recording huge Is,” that he has become 
quit" n prime favorite with them. Con¬ 
sequently, the colonial MM-retary is 
never spoken of unless it is os “Joey.” 

Another favorite with journalists was 
Lord Randolph Churchill, who resembl¬ 
ed Mr. Chamberlain in the tact with 
which he treated press men. "Randy.” 
of course, was bis familiar name. Sir. 
Gladstone's contributions to parliament¬ 
ary deluites were indicated in the 
words: “The Old Man's up,” or the 
•wift whisper, "Mr. G." 

It is not only with politicians thnt 
this? familiar relations nrc maintained. 
Then* is one iuemU*r of the episcopal 
bench who Is afflicted with a somewhat 
awkward name. He ia, however, fam¬ 
iliar enough in Press Circle* as "Trot¬ 
ters.” 

A well known dean, whoso forceful 
character is indicated by a prominent 
nose, is famou* i.a "Nosey.” Another 
ecclesiastimi dignitary—a familiar figure 
at the Church Congress-has been soim*- 
whnt irreverently dubbed "Leg*.” 
He hapfiena to he an flfeh-doneon. at;l 
the guitered garb tieculiar to the dignit¬ 
aries of his position does not. as the 
reporters say. "display his pedal ex¬ 
tremities to advantage." 


HORSELESS CARS IN EUROPE. 

The Automobile Club of Paria has ar¬ 
ranged a race which ia to take place in 
June, the course being from Paria to 
Marseilles nnd return. One of the con¬ 
dition* laid down for the race is tho» 
the contestants are to proceed only in 
the day time. The carriages are to bo 
divided into two classes, the first hnv 
Ing two to four places, and the second 
aeries ia for carriages having greater 
passenger accommodation. This dub 
has derided to secure a villa in the BnU 
dn Boulogne. Paris, ns a branch of the 
Automobile Club during the summer. 

A gentleman was recently hmmmoned 
in England for using n horscUw* car¬ 
riage wlth'iut causing a person to pre¬ 
cede it with a flig.

The lawyer for tlic dofimd-nt 
that a apodal act of lutrlialneut 
will bo roqnirwi to ronder the oae of 
such vehicles legal. 

M. Roger, the inventor and manufac¬ 
turer of automobile carriages, hats made 
application to the police authorities of 
Paris for permitrfon to run a number of 
horseless carriage on the streets, for 
hire at the regular rate of 30 Copts a 
drive or -10 cents an hour when hired 
ou tlie street; when hired from a cab¬ 
stand the charge is slightly greater. 
But the value of the application lies in 
the fact that it illustrates thnt horn¬ 
less carriages can be run cheaply 
enough to compete with the regular ve¬ 
hicles. 

THE BRITISH PRESS. 


Foreign difficulties, ns no one admit 
tod more freely than he did, were seri¬ 
ous, and though he for hie own humble 
part had promised steadfast and search¬ 
ing criticism of foreign questions, that 
criticism, as far as he was concerned, 
would certainly not take any form widen 
could l»e reasonably oonsklplvd un¬ 
fair.

militnrv men in jackboots, which did 
not siibsiat upon odiwna blackmail, nnd 
which was not • ready to sacrifice its 
soul to sensation.

He thought 
the British press atond in n unique posi¬ 
tion. and perhaps they must do a good 
deal abroad to bo able to realise how 
unique was its position in itself—he did 
not say the impartiality of its criticism, 
he did not say the perfect neutrality of 
Its leading articles, but in the fair snd 
abundant way in which news from all 
parts of the world is collected: nnd if 
they all of them sifted thnt news—some 
of it no donbt. was not to bo trusted;

Britain—the man who rend his newn- 
pnper or newspapers nnd pretty indus¬ 
triously got gradually upon the scent of 
those great transactions, and he dis¬

THE FARO BOX. 

A Patent Ouce Issued for It By the 
United States Government. 

During a diseustfiou which took place 
over a sociable game of cards in W ash- 
lngton n few evenings since, in which 
several prominent congressional people 
took pnrt, the statement was made thnt 
! the faro box. an instrument in use in 
every- gambling establishment of the 
land, had been consecrated by letters 
patent of the United State*. Denial 
was made to the statement, says n sjkc- 
itn to the t'hicngo Trlbnne, and tin .*»»- 
sprtion wns made that the government 
n"ver patented any article thnt wns in¬ 
tended for an immoral or unlawful us?. 
To settle the controversy, two of the 
parties. forgetting their patriotism, 
snout Washington’s birthday hunting 
up the record*. They found thnt Rob¬ 
ert Bailey was given a patent on May 
15th. 1812. for n new and useful im¬ 
provement called tbe fair dealer, or the 
chnrtac lnsorine. The Utters patent 
were under the hand of .Tame* Madison, 
president, by James Monroe, secretary 
of state nnd were executed by William 
Pinckney n» attomoy-genernl. In the I 
schedule which was attached to the pat¬ 
ent. the ordinary faro deni box is de¬ 
scribed perfectly, and tbe process -*f | 
slipping out cards from the slit at the 
top of the box is accurately indicated. 
Further examination showed that Bail¬ 
ey was a Virginian, and thnt although 
be reelved :» royalty on each box manu 
factored during the life of the patent, 
he died poor. Before his death be 
wrote a remarkable hook on card play¬ 
ing. in which he denounced gambling 
In this curl- 
ouh volume there is the following con¬ 
cluding paragraph, which is remarkable 
a* coming from the inventor of the faro 
box: 

"Mr own experience is thnt It does 
not matter how fair a game is played, if 
pursued in. it always brlnga ruin, soon¬ 
er or Inter. 1 am of the uninion thnt 
then* is only one wnv preventive of the 
mischief resulting from gambling. Nev¬ 
er visit gambling tables or gambling 
houses, nor ever associate with gamb¬ 
lers. It dues not matter how stallneh 
may lie yotrr prudence, or how firm 
may l»e your resol Tea. man is frail, nnd 
you may In* drawn in. Hure as you 
piny, so sure you will become fond of it. 
In consequent* you will lose yonr re¬ 
putation. your business will go to de¬ 
struction. nnd you yonrselres will be 
lost to society. Is-t all things In* man¬ 
aged fair, yet the hank will lient you 
as <*er’ain as my name is Robert 
Bailey.”

TREATMENT OF DIPHTHERIA. 


At the St. Anna's Children's Hospital 
at Vienna 800 patient* have been sub¬ 
mitted to the iteruui treatment during 
a period of thirteen months. The mortal¬ 
ity from diphtheria during the preceding 
thirty-three years was 42.8 |**r cent. 

Under the serum treatment the mortal¬ 
ity has been reduced to 18 per cent. Iu 
this percentage have been ineituitHl all 
cases—those received in moribund comil- 
tlon and terminating fatally within an 
hour or two, and also tin me com plica ted 
by other diseases, among which scarta 
film and tubercuitmis liave been prom¬ 
inent. Upon the complethm <»f one 
thotistitid cases a detailetl r**|H>rt will b. 
published by Professor Wblerhofcr in 
the Jubrbtj ocher filer Klnderbeilknmle. 
Phis report will show that, with the 
fliminntiun of the complicated and pre¬ 
viously ncglt*t*»t*tl case*, the mortality 
will in* redact'd to almut 12 per cent. It 
will further reveal an insignificance of 
complication# arising from the use of 
serum, reduction of the number of o|e 
eratetl cast** ami geinTui diminution oi 
the severity of the disease. Imth in lim¬ 
itation of the membrane and in the sub 
jective condition of the patient.
